scene  at  Lincoln’s  Inn — Judges  of  the  courts— Wettmin- 
su-r  Hall— London  docks—Boar’s  bead  in  East  Cheap — 
(isidsmith — Perkins. 

It  is  the  custom  for  the  judges  to  assemble 
at  the  rooms  of  the  Lord  Chancellor  for  break- 
last,  on  the  morning  of  the  opening  of  the 
courts ;  and  to  proceed  them  e  to  the  places  of 
their  respective  sittings.  Wishing  to  have  a 
sight  of  these  venerable  supporters  of  the 
British  Themis,  1  repaired  un  the  morning  of 
the  23d  to  laucoln’s-Inn-liall,  under  the  wing 
•f  a  barrister,  through  whose  interest  admis¬ 
sion  was  procured  me  mto  the  anti-room, 
whence  1  had  a  very  good  view  of  the  assem¬ 
bly  through  the  glass  doors.  Between  30  and 
40  of  these  administrators  of  justico  were 


walking  up  and  down  the  hall,  in  their  long 
robes  and  full-bottomed  wigs  ;  the  judges  be¬ 
ing  distinguished  from  the  sergeant.s,  Ac.,  by 
their  ermine  trimmings  and  hood..<.  1  soon  re¬ 
cognized  the  stately,  veiierabb-  form  of  the 
Lord  Chancellor  ;  and  Bhrun  Urahain,  now  80 
years  of  age,  but  as  sprightly  as  the  youngest 
of  them;  Bagley,  .Abbott  the  Vice-Chancellor, 
and  others  of  the  bench,  were  pointed  out. — 
With  some  difficulty,  too,  I  recognized  .Mr. 
Chief  Justice  Bark,  under  the  disguise  of  his 
robes  of  office.  .Mr.  Scarlett,  with  his  full, 
portly  form,  Sergeant  Naughau,  Copley,  and 
W’ethenell,  the  new  solicitor,  were  also  among 
the  guests.  They  all  appeared  to  he  in  good 
humour  ;  and  as  a  number  of  promr*inns  have 
lately  hajipened,  many  congratulations  passed 
on  the  ticcasion.  Few  of  them  were  rotund  in 
their  persons  ;  but,  un  the  contrary,  most,  like 
Cassius,  “  had  a  lean  and  hungry  look," — were 
wrinkled  and  care-worn,  and  advanced  in 
years.  Cakes  and  wine  were  brought  in  by 
servants  in  black,  with  enormous  bunches  of 
black  riband  on  the  queues  of  their  wigs,  who 
presented  their  refreslnnents  with  ceremonious 
respect,  but  wlwch  were  very  lightly  tasted. — 
The  bays  were  drawn  up  in  the  yard  on  both 
sides  of  the  hail  ;  and  a  little  before  one,  their 
Lordships  entered  their  carriages,  and  movt'd 
on  in  procession  to  Westminster  Hall.  <  hi  the 
whole,  there  is  something  extremely  imposing 
in  this  attention  to  forms  ;  and  I  am  greatly 
mistaken,  if  justice  is  not  more  respected  in  a 
gown,  bands  and  wig,  than  in  the  ordinary  dress 
a  man  of  business.  I  repaired  to  the  court  of 
Common  Fleas,  where  the  judges,  Viessrs. 
Fark,  Gifford  and  Burrows,  soon  arrived,  and 
proceeded  to  business  without  further  ceremo¬ 
ny.  .Sergeant  Vaughan,  a  tall,  hard  featured 
man,  made  some  observations  very  sensibly  ; 
but  as  the  pleadings  were  not  likely  to  com¬ 
mence  soon,  and  the  crowd  was  annoying,  I 
made  my  retreat,  and  went  for  a  few  moments 
to  the  court  of  King’s  bench,  where  also  1 
found  nothing  to  detain  me. 

Unc  cannot  avoid  feeling  surprise,  that  so 
important  a  court  as  that  of  common  pleas 
should  hold  its  sittings  m  a  room  not  much 
larger  than  a  gentleman’s  drawing  room.  It 
is  barely  large  enough  to  accommodate  the 
court.  Twenty  or  thirty  persons  may  thrust 
themselves  in,  if  they  have  no  dread  of  aching 
bones.  On  my  alluding  once  to  this  want  of 
more  spacious  accommodations  in  the  court 
rooms,  as  well  as  in  the  houses  of  parliament, 
it  was  observed,  that  it  was  thought  sufficient' 
that  the  proceedings  were  public — the  doors 
were  kept  open,  and  those  interested  could  at¬ 
tend  ;  but  that  great  inconvenience  would  re¬ 
sult  from  inviting  the  attendance  of  all  the 
idle  and  curious  ones  about  the  metropolis,  by 
providing  them  with  spacious  and  easy  accom¬ 
modations. — The  court  of  King’s  Bench  holds 
its  sittings  at  present  in  a  temporary  apartment 
adjoining  Westminster  Hall,  in  which  the 
white-washed  girths  and  rafters  present  a  very 
humtile  style  decorations  for  a  bed  of  crim¬ 
inal  justice.  The  interior  of  Westminster 
Hall  is  now  undergoing  thorough  repairs,  as 
its  exterior  has  already  been  renovated  under 
the  direction  of  Wyatt  the  architect.  Inde¬ 
pendently  of  its  historical  associations,  there 
is  nothing  about  it  particularly  striking,  except 
its  size.  It  is  said  to  exceed,  in  dimensions, 


any  room  in  Europe,  unsupported  by  pillars 
Its  length  being  27U  feet  by  a  breadth  of  74. 
The  Hall  itself  is  paved,  and  oper  through  the 
whole  c.xterit  ;  and  th<  entrance  into  the  courts 
of  justice  is  through  doors  opening  into  the 
hall.  An  unfinished  p.'.e  of  buildings  attached 
to  the  hall  on  the  west  .Jide,  inti  iided  for  courts 
and  offices,  by  a  most  p.-eposternus  taste,  is  in 
a  Grecian  style,  presenting  as  ridiculous  a  con¬ 
trast  to  the  architecture  of  W-  stininster  ball  as 
can  well  be  imagined. 

I  went  one  day,  accompanied  by  a  friend,  to 
take  a  view  of  the  London  Docks.  These 
have  been  so  often  described  that  ,t  is  needless 
to  go  into  details,  which  must  bt  uninteresting 
to  most  readers.  It  is  really  a  e  ible  sight  to 
look  at  this  vast  production  of  human  industry, 
designed  to  faci  itate  the  opeiaiions  of  com¬ 
merce.  and  the  accumulation  id  wealth.  An 
artificial  lake  covering  20  acres  of  ground,  and 
capable  of  receiving  oOO  vessi  is  at  once — a 
piazza  running  round  the  whole,  to  protect  the 
cargoes  from  the  weather  while  they  are  dis¬ 
charging  ranges  of  warehou>es,  seemingly 
capable  of  receiving  theprc/ductions  of  a  whole 
empire — enormous  cranes  reaching  out  to  lift 
the  bulky  articles  from  the  holds,  and  land 
them  on  thi*  quays — and  piles  of  merchandize 
from  every  region  and  clime  under  heaven— 
what  surprising  monuments  of  industry,  and 
wealth,  and  art  are  here  !  I’hrough  the  inter¬ 
est  of  an  .\merican  Captain,  we  were  allowed 
to  take  a  general  survey  of  the  tobacco  ware¬ 
house  ;  and  we  promenaded  through  aisles 
and  passages  leading  between  lo.UOU,  hhds.  of 
tobacco  under  one  roof.  Tli«-  house  is  capa¬ 
ble  of  containing  10  or  12.tK.KJ  more,  'i’he 
roof  is  supported  by  cast  iron  pillars,  and  the 
interior  IS  illuminated  by  sky-lighis.  After  sa¬ 
tiating  our  vision  and  regaling  our  nostrils  with 
this  abundance  of  the  Indian  w-ed,  we  de¬ 
scended  into  the  wine-vaults  beneath.  Here, 
each  of  us  was  provided  with  a  light,  and  a 
guide  went  before  to  pilot  as  through  the  dark 
labyrinths  ;  and  before  we  emerged,  we  made 
a  grand  four  among  22,01H>  pipes  of  wine,  ar¬ 
ranged  over  an  area  of  four  acres  and  a  half. 
Every  part  of  the  wine-vaults  is  under  ground, 
and  vaulted  over  head  with  brick  arches  resting 
on  pillars  of  granite.  What  an  immense  accu¬ 
mulation  of  these  two  articles  of  luxury  is  col¬ 
lected  here  !  The  annual  rent  paid  by  govern¬ 
ment  for  the  tobacco  ware-house  alone,  is  said 
to  exceed  1 5,000  sterling ;  and  that  of  the 
vaults  cannot  be  less.  'I'he  range  we  have  de¬ 
scribed  occupies  only  one  end  of  the  basin. 

On  our  return,  we  took  Great  East  Cheap  in- 
our  way,  to  look  at  the  site  of  the  Boar’s  Head 
tavern,  kept  by  Mistress  Ouickly  id  the  days  of 
merry  Jack  Falstaff  The  original  buildnUJ  Bas 
been  pulled  down,  and  another  erected  in  it9 
place,  which  is  now  occupied  by  ”  Whyte  and 
8on,  perfumers."  But  the  sign,  a  boar’s  head 
in  relief  on  a  tablet  of  stone,  bearing  the  date 
of  1688,  has  been  inserted  in  the  wall  of  th9 
recent  building.  The  boar  must  have  beea 
wholly  a  graminiverous  animal,  judging  by  the 
teeth  which  the  artist  thought  projier  to  give 
him  ;  and  the  date  is  too  recent  to  belong  t« 
the  age  of  Will  Shakspeare,  who  died  50  years 
before.  The  identity  of  the  rrlique  with  the 
actual  sign  of  .Mistress  Quickly  is  therefore 
somewhat  doubtful.  1  be  general  ap[>earance 
of  East  Cheap,  narrow,  dirty,  though  better 
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built  than  in  the  time  of  the  dramatic  bard,  ac* 
cords  very  well  with  the  idea  one  forms  of  the 
scene  of  Hal’s  mad  frolics  with  his  boon  com¬ 
panions  ;  and  the  neighbourhood  yet  looks  as 
though  it  might  furnish  a  Doll  Tear-sheet  or 
two,  to  enliven  the  merriment  of  a  roistering 
club  of  tipplers. 

To  find  the  house  where  Goldsmith  wrote 
his  “Vicar  of  Wakefield,”  you  proceed  along 
the  “  Old  Bailey"  almost  to  the  north  end  — 
turn  to  the  left  through  “  Green  Arbour  Court,” 
which  brings  you  into  a  little  dirty  sort  of  a 
square,  where,  after  breaking  your  legs  over 
divers  washing-tubs,  and  encountering  all  sorts 
of  unsavory  smells,  and  the  squalling  of  tribes 
of  half-naked  children  which  would  have  as¬ 
tonished  Malthus,  you  grope  your  way  to  a  little 
opening,  on  the  south  side,  down  “  Break-neck- 
stairs  over  which,  in  the  highest  attic  “  poor 
Goldy”  pursued  his  lucubrations  over  a  pot  of 
two-|)enny,  when  the  state  of  his  finances  ad¬ 
mitted  of  that  luxury.  The  name  of  the  stairs 
was  not  bestowed  amiss,  as  they  lead  down  a 
descent  of  40  feet  of  most  portentous  steep¬ 
ness,  where  the  infallible  consequence  of  a  mis¬ 
step  would  be  a  landing  in  “  Sea-coal-lane"  at 
the  bottom.  On  the  whole,  the  author  of  the 
Vicar  must  be  confessed  to  have  been,  at  that 
period,  very  humbly  lodged. 

We  finished  our  rambles  by  a  call  on  our 
countryman  Perkins  in  Fleet  street.  We  found 
his  engine  partly  deranged,  fur  the  purpose  of 
making  experiments  in  propelling  bullets  by 
jets  of  steam,  in  which  he  succeeded  in  some 
trials  made  a  few  days  ago.  He  invited  us  to 
renew  our  call  next  week,  when  the  engine  will 
be  again  in  operation.  Whatever  may  be 
thought  of  his  improvements  in  the  mode  of 
generating  and  applying  steam,  his  enthusiasm 
cannot  fail  to  amuse.  “  In  five  years,  said  he, 
there  will  not  be  a  yard  of  canvass  on  the 
ocean,  nor  a  pound  of  gun-powder  burnt  in 
battle.  Ships  will  be  universally  propelled, 
and  battles  fought,  by  steam  alone."  Mr.  Per¬ 
kins  is  a  plain  man,  modest  and  unaffected  in 
his  manners.  His  inventions  in  mechanics 
have  already  attracted  the  attention,  and  pro¬ 
cured  him  the  notice,  of  some  of  the  most  ex¬ 
alted  personages  in  the  kingdom. 


CHRISTMAS. 

Of  all  the  old  festivals,  that  of  Christmas 
awakens  the  strongest  and  most  heartfelt  asso¬ 
ciations.  There  is  a  tone  of  solemn  and  sacred 
feeling  that  blends  with  our  conviviality,  and 
lifts  the  spirit  to  a  state  of  hallowed  and  eleva¬ 
ted  enjoyment.  The  services  of  the  Church 
about  this  seasbn  are  extremely  tender  and  in¬ 
spiring.  They  dwell  on  the  beautiful  story  of 
the  origin  of  our  faith,  and  the  pastoral  scenes 
that  accompanied  its  announcement.  They 
gradually  increase  in  fervour  and  pathos  during 
the  season  of  Advent,  until  they  break  forth 
in  fuU  jubilee  on  the  morning  that  brought 
peace  and  good-will  to  men.  I  do  not  know 
a  grander  effect  of  music  on  the  moral  feel¬ 
ings,  than  to  hear  the  full  choir  and  the 
pealing  organ  performing  a  Christmas  anthem 
in  a  cathedral,  and  filling  every  part  of  the  vast 
pile  with  triumphant  harmony.

have  launched  forth  in  life,  and  wandered  wide¬ 
ly  asunder,  once  more  to  a.ssemble  about  the 
paternal  hearth,  that  rallying  place  of  the  af¬ 
fections,  there  to  grow  young  and  loving  again 
among  the  endearing  mementos  of  childhood 
There  is  soiiiething  in  the  very  season  of  the 
year  that  gives  a  charm  to  the  festivity  of  Christ¬ 
mas.  At  other  times  we  derive  a  great  portion 
of  our  pleasures  from  the  mere  beauties  of  na 
ture  Our  feelings  sally  forth  and  dissipate 
themselv^  over  the  sunny  1  ndscape,  and  “  we 
live’abroad  and  every  where.”  The  song  of 
the  bird,  the  murmur  of  the  stream,  the  breath- 
ine  fragrance  of  spring,  the  soft  voluptuousness 
of  summer,  the  golden  pump  of  autumn,  earth 
with  its  mantle  of  refre.xhing  green,  and  heaven 
with  its  deep  delicious  blue  and  cloudy  magni¬ 
ficence,  all  fill  us  with  mute  but  exquisite  de¬ 
light,  and  we  revel  in  the  luxury  of  mere  sen¬ 
sation.  But  in  the  depth  of  winter,  when  na¬ 
ture  lies  despoiled  of  every  charm,  and  wap 
ped  in  her  shroud  of  sheeted  snow,  we  turn  for 
our  gratificapoiis  to  moral  sources.  The  drea¬ 
riness  and  desolation  of  the  landscape,  the 
short  gloomy  days  and  darksome  nights,  while 
they  circumscribe  our  wanderings,  shut  in  our 
feelings  also  from  rambling  abroad,  and  make 
us  mure  keenly  disposed  fur  the  pleasures  of 
the  social  circle.  Our  thoughts  are  mure  con¬ 
centrated,  our  friendly  sympathies  more  arous- 
td.  We  feel  more  sensibly  the  charm  of  each 
other’s  society,  and  are  brought  more  closely 
together  by  dependence  on  each  other  fur  en¬ 
joyment.  Heart  calleth  unto  heart,  and  we 
draw  our  pleasures  from  the  deep  wells  of  liv¬ 
ing  kindness  which  lie  in  the  quiet  recesses  of 
our  busoms,  and  which,  when  resorted  tu,  fur¬ 
nish  forth  the  pure  element  of  domestic  felici¬ 
ty  —  WASHINGTU.N  IRVINU— SKETCH  BOOK.
